VAST IRRIGATION PROJECTS 


Finas fa r Rrrlalmlats lauda la rb# 
Arid Rriiata, 
Plans have just been complete») for 
two of tbe largest Irrigation projects, 
writes the New York Post’s eorre- 
*pon»)t*na from Pbenl*, A. T. A com­ 
pany of southern Arizona and ('allfur­ 
nia capitalista has filed a claim upon 
149,000 aerea of desert govern meat 
land In northern A’a ms county on the 
Colorado river, and with 40,000 acres 
purchased from the Blythe estate they 
Intend to turn the vast tract Into farm 
land and put It under cultivation by 
turning upon it the waters of the Col­ 
orado. It Is understood that $230.000 
will be paid for the Blythe laud and 
that $1.000.000 will tie spent on a stor­ 
age 'dam' and canal system. Los Ange­ 
les, Yuma and Kan Diego capital la In­ 
terested In the project. There la a proj­ 
ect also on foot which involves the 
pumping of water for a very large area 
of land east of Plicntx. A company 
which controls the rana la that supply 
the' 'eastern end of tbe Kelt river valley 
with water is placing a big ele^ngrsl 
plant at tbe head waters of tbe canals, 
where there Is a fall of over 20 feet. 
Here they Intend to develop power to 
raise water enough from half a hun­ 
dred wells to Irrigate several thousand 
aerea, aa much land again as they can 
now supply from their canals.

When Mr. Treadwell was seen at the 
office of hit counsel. W alter ft. I¿ognn. 
se said: 
"Parties Interested In developing this 
crown tract have been working for 
three years to get the concession, I am 
tn hopes that control of the enterprise 
w ill remain In the hands of Americans, 
but it la too early to tell about that, aa 
a number of Frem-limon -are going to 
furnlab part of tlie capital. Under the 
terms of the contract we are to pay 
fftfjo.noo In Cash for the concession and 
a fax of 4 per cent on all the gold 
produced.
